which the papers were kept. He 
found the safe broken open. 

The two servants were arrested 
immediately and both the ordinary 
and secret police charged with 
the investigation of the robbery. 

Three hundred francs which were 
lying on the mantel in Cam- 
bon’s room were not touched. 
Nothing in the house was disturbed 
with the exception of the double- 
locked file of secret documents.

Ex-Senator Fall Declares for 
Trade Agreement 


Are Cleared Up 


Investigator Believes Reds 
Overvalue Holdings

LONDON, July 29.—Ex-Senator 
Fall, also former Secretary of the 
Interior, arrived here today from 
Ruesia, where he has been study- 
ing the ofl situation in general and 
looking after the oil interests there 
of Harry F. Sinclair in particular. 

Sinclair himself, who was with 
Fall, sailed at once on the Maure- 
tania from Southampton for New 
York. In an interview with me 
this afternoon, the former Sec- 
re explained his Russian trip 
as follows: 

“Among other reasons, I went 
to Moscow to help Mr. Sinclair in 
his. negotiations with the soviet 
government regarding his of] con- 
cession in the northern half of the 
Island ef Sakhalin (Northern Sak - 
halin belongs to Russia, but has for 
several years been occupied by 
Japanese, who own the south half 
of the island.) 

“Until recent formation of the 
Union of Soviet Republica, that 
concession like all similar conces-

For instance, in the Baku / 
drilling concessions, the company 
in which Mr. Sinclair is interested 
gets paid in part of the oll it pro- 
duces, which it then markets.” 


OVERESTIMATE VALUE 


The ex-Senator believes Russians 
overestimate the value of their 


oil. 

“Most Russian oll so far pro- 
duced,” he explained, “is not as 
valuable ag American oil, because 
it does not yield so much gasoline, 
particularly under the ott-of-date | 
refining methods still used there. 
Its principal value to America will 
be that as production there in- 
creases, it will release that much 
more American, Mexican and South 
American oil for our own con- 
sumption and make us less de- 
pendent upon ible future calls 
on fields outside North and South 
America.” 

Falls says he returns to America 
more than ever convinced of the 
necessity of concluding an official 


Russo-American trade understand 
ing on the lines of the Anglo- | 
Russian agreement. 

m not going to campaign for 
such action,” he added, “but if my | 
advice ls asked when T get home 
I will give it strongly to that 
effect.” 


He intimated that several Rus- 
sian officials, including Leonid 
Krassin, until recently Russian 
Trade Commissioner in London, 
urged on him the necessity for 
such an agreement. Discussing the 
Russian political situation, the for- 
mer secretary continued: 

“Whatever may have been the 
original character of the eoviet 
administration, at present it im- 
presses one as having changed 
very much from the strict Com- 
munist to extreme radical type.

street. With light speculative buy- 
ing, too small to carry the hedg- 
ing pressure put upon the market, 
lower prices are to be expected. 

The present action of the com- 
modity market gives the country, 
and especially those who have 
railed against speculation, the best 
insight to its impo t effect on 
grain markets, as well as commo- 
dities, when it is practically elim- 
inated, as at present. The grain 
trade is carrying an immense load. 
It is taxed by the government 
on every trade. Traders are 
obliged to report their transac- 
tions to the government, and the 
result is that the large speculators 
generally have cold feet and are 
letting the markets alone. Values 
in all markets are sagging under 
the pressure of sales by producers 
and holders generally. 


LITTLE EXPORT WHEAT 


After making allowance for a 
normal carry-over at the end of 
1923-24 season, the durum wheat 
raised in this country, and which 
is not used for flour-making pur 
poses, and normal bread and seed 
requirements, the territory east 
of the Rockies has comparatively 
little wheat for export. 

Those in closest touch with the 
Northwest say that there will be 
a great deal of wheat in various 
sections that will not be threshed 
owing to the prohibitive threshing 
cost and freight rates, which, with 
the relative low price, does not 
justify the farmer spending the 
money to secure the grain. 

Crop conditions in the American 
and adian Northwest, partic- 
ularly the former, have been low- 
ered, due to blight and rust in 
the spring wheat sections. The 
next government report, due on 
August 8, is expected to lower 
the spring wheat estimates in the 
United States to 225,000,000 bush- 
els or below. Last month the gov- 
ernment made the spring wheat 
estimates 235,000,000 bushels, 
while last year’s harvest was 276,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The Canadian wheat crop has 
been hurt somewhat, although in- 
dications are for as much if not 


three big provinces, when they 
raised 367,000,000 bushels. Winter 
wheat threshings are progressing 
with irregular yields, particularly 
in Kansas, the largest wheat pro- 
ducing State. 


CORN CONGESTED 

July corn is congested and has 
been for a month. There is said 
to be a liberal sized open interest 
and there will be fair track deliv- 
eries Monday and Tuesday. The 
visible supply on last Monday was 
7,846.00 bushels, the lightest 
since September, 1919, when it 
was down to 956,000 bushels. 

It will be no surprise to see 
September corn congest in case 
there should be continued large 
holdings. The range on July for 
the season was 62 3-4 and 891-4 
up to Saturday night, showing an 
advance of 4% cents over the top 
of the past week a year ago. 

The trade is mixed on Decem- 
ber corn. Crop conditions are ax 
good as they are likely to be, and 
while a few interests are talking 
deterioration, others are looking 
for a 3,000,000,000-bushels crop, 
unless something serious happens 
in the next forty-five days. There 
is comparatively little new spec- 
ulation coming into the market,

GOLDTOWN, July 29.—The 
shaft of the Yellow Dog Extension 
Mining Company ou the Black-

F. THE PUBLIO INTEREST 
Federal Judge Wilkerson’s decision, 
making permanent the temporary injunction 
to restrain the unions from {illegal acts dur- 
ing the shopmen’s strike last fall, promises 
to be of lasting benefit to the three parties 
affected by such disputes, the companies, 
the railroad workers and the general public. 

Of these three parties the general public 
is the most important. Moreover, it is the 
general public that bears the greater part 
of the loss, though in no way connected 
with the quarrels that start the trouble. For 
this reason alone Judge Wilkerson's deci- 
sion will be received with universal satis- 
faction by all except the radical few who 
live by stirring up industrial commotion. 

Though the shopmen's strike was of brief 
duration, Judge Wilkerson pointed out that 
it led to a property damage of $96,000,000, 
to nineteen deaths, to 1500 cases of assault, 
300 fire and dynamite outrages and fifty de- 
railments. No respectable member of a la- 
bor union would wish the funds to which 
he had contributed used for such illegal and 
destructive purposes. The courts will see 
in future that union funds are not so mis- 
‘applied. 

These unlawful assaults against the com- 
merce of the mation are injurious chiefly 
to the people. General sentiment against 
strikes imvolving violence and intimidation 
bes risen to such a pitch that the country 
will no longer wlerate strikes of this de- 
scription. 

Apparently the time is fast approaching 
when the strike as a weapon in the hands 
of the unions will be a thing of the past. 
One contributing cause to the unpopularity 
the strike is the certainty that whenever 
latge body of workers is being oppressed 
by unnatural hours or conditions or inade- 
quate pay, invoking public opinion will more 
quickly bring remedy and relief than the 
riots and brutality that attend a trial by 
force.
